AIRLINER REACHES THE AZORES 
AFTER SEEKING AID IN STORM 


German Plane Completes Flight 

From Canary Islands; Asked 
Ships to Note Position. 

By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Feb. 14.—The German 


Lufthansa Airplane Co. announced 


today that a plane with a crew of 
four men and carrying five mem- 
bers of a company of engineers 
reached the Azores safely atfer a 
flight from the Canary Islands. 
An appeal by the plane to various 
ships to take note of its position in 
case of an accident during a heavy 
storm had led to reports, published 
at Teneriffe, Canary Islands, that 
the ship was forced down. 

A 30-passenger plane, it was be- 
ing tested for possible trans-Atlan- 
tic passenger service.

“Considerable Ethiopian forcess 
Feb. 10 attacked our observation 
post of 60 Dubats (native soldiers) 
at Curati, northwest of Gerlogubi, 
in Ogaden Province, and over- 
whelmed them after the most stub- 
born resistance. 

“On the Eritrean front there is 
nothing important.” 

Italian press sources say Italian 
troops on the Northern Ethiopian 
front are carrying on an offensive. 


Ethiopian Commander Reports Sur- 
render of 650 Eritreans.

ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 14.—Ras 
Desta Demtu, commander of the 
Ethiopian forces in the south, re- 
ported to the Government today 
from Sidamo that 650 Eritreans of 
the Italian forces had surrendered 
to him. 

He stated that 300 more “an- 
nounced their intention of sur- 
rendering, but it seems they took 
the wrong road and it is feared 
they are lost.” 

Bellaten Gueta Herouy, president 
of the Ethiopian Red Cross, tele- 
graphed the International Red 
Cross at Geneva yesterday pro- 
testing against the “obstinacy of 
Italian aviators attacking every ob- 
ject with a Red Cross sign despite 
the protestation of the chief of the 
Italian Government they would be 
respected.” 

Marius Brophil, Irish Red Cross 
representative, said today it was 
“entirely true that 20,000 Italians 
had been surrounded” in the recent 
Tembien battle on the northern 
front and “had no chance to come 
out alive.” 

Brophil’s statement was made in 
support of the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment’s denial of an Italian report 
that only 844 Italians had been 
killed since the outbreak of hostil- 
ities. 

The Ethopian Government issued 
a report stating that the bodies of 
more than 15,000 white Italian sol- 
diers had been buried after the bat- 
tle in the Tembien sector. At the 
same time, the Government stated, 
5123 native soldiers serving in the 
Italian army had been killed. 

Brophil declared: “The soldiers 
of Ras Seyoum and Ras Kassa 
surrounded the 15,000 whites in one 
valley near Abbi Abbi. They were 
cut off entirely from 5000 Askaris 
who were likewise surrounded 
three miles away. Both bodies 
were trapped for three weeks and 
unable to fight their way out. Hun- 
dreds were slaughtered daily.” 

Brophil is the first white man to 
return here from the actual front. 
He said he was told the details 
when he visited Ethiopian head- 
quarters from his station with a 
Red Cross unit, two miles south of 
Makale.

VETERANS COME 


FST ON REL 
OBS, COURT SAY 


Federal Judge at Philadel- 
phia Favors Them Even 
at Cost of Non-Veterans 


Already Employed. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14.—The 
Federal District Court ruled today 


that the applications of war veter- 
ans for Federal relief jobs must pe 
honored, even at the cost of dis- 
missing non-veterans already em- 
ployed. An exception is made in 
the case of WPA road work be- 
cause the Emergency Relief Act 
specifies that persons on the relief 
rolls must get preference in the 
hiring for that. type of work. 

Judge George W. Welsh said the 
act specifies that “as to the largest 
single class of projects (road build- 
ing, $800,000,000) persons on public 
relief should be given preferences 
of employment; but that preference 
was not extended to other projects, 
and by inference we May assume 
that it was not intended.” 

He held that in all other classes 
of projects the hiring must be done 
according to previously existing 
laws which give preference to vet- 
erans. 

Judge Welsh said privately later 
that he did not order relief projects 
to cease, but did order that veter- 
ans, their wives or widows, must 
receive preference in employment 
and that the officials in charge of 
the projects would be expected to 
obey the Court’s mandate. 

Judge’s Statement. 

Judge Welsh said: “The pref- 
erential status given to veterans 
is not to be considered in the 
nature of a gratuity. This stat- 
ute was conferred by an apprecia- 
tive government upon men (and 
women) who had rallied to their 
country’s service in wars in behalf 
of American ideals and aspirations. 

“The experience of 10 years of 
the Judge of this court in the Con- 
gress leads him to believe that this 
policy is as fixed as is reverence 
for the Constitution and the inher- 
ent rights of humanity.” 

Suit was brought by Benjamin J. 
Spang, a veteran, who was denied 
a job on the business census proj- 
ect of the WPA because he was 
not on the relief rolls. Spang’s 
counse] went to Washington today 
to ask for a similar order from the 
Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. 

View on Congress’ Interest. 

Judge Welsh said “He  be- 
lieves that, if an attempt were to 
have been made in the Congress in 
the passage of the emergency re- 
lief appropriation act of 1935 to set 
aside the preferential status given 
to veterans, it would not have mus- 
tered sufficient support worthy of 
mention. 

“And further, it is most signifi- 
cant that, in the executive order 
itself the executive does not say 
that the preferential status given 
to veterans be waived. It has 
taken bureaucracy, which can as- 
sume dangerous proportions, to 
read into the executive order such 
an unfair interpretation. 

“A bureaucracy more responsive 
to the expressed will of the Con- 
gress and more in sympathy with 
the veterans of our wars would 
have taken a broader and more 
charitable view of the executive or- 
der and would have assumed that, 
when the President said that pref- 
erence was to be given to those on 
relief rolls, the President meant 
that there should be read into that 
order a due regard for the rights 
and privileges conferred upon the 
veterans.”

‘How Ethiopians Trapped 
Grounded Italian Flyers 


Followed Four Men Despite Fire From Bomb- 
er Above—Night Fell and Aviators 
Were Never Found.

WITH RIGHT FLANK, NORTH- 
ERN ITALIAN ARMY, TAKKAZE 
FRONT, Jan. 25.—(By air mail and 
ship to New York, Feb. 14.)—I sat 
on a rocky ledge, high up on the 
Mountain of the Lepers, fortified 
outpost of the battle-ridden Tem- 
bien sector. Beside me was an offi- 
cer’ of the famous Spahis, the 
mounted Arabs, in a loquacious 
mood. 

My narrator described a situa- 
tion. Two Italian observation 
planes, each with a pilot and me- 
chanic, had taken off at Aksum 
to scout Ethiopian concentrations.

He could see the Ethi- 
opians in the hills, making for 
their prey in the canyon. 

The grounded pilot and mechanic 
worked feverishly on the machine. 
Their comrades flew over the Ethi- 
opians and fired machine guns. 


Seconds mattered. It was futile to 
try to repair the motor. The men 
on the ground signaled, “No use.” 

The pilot of the observation plane 
above made his decision. As a big 
bomber came into sight, he tried a 
downwind landing, the only thing 
he could hazard. His machine 
touched, whipped over. It was a 
wreck, but neither pilot nor me- 
chanic was hurt. 

Now all four men on the ground 
worked desperately on the motor of 
the one ship. In the air the bomber 
was on guard, but the Ethiopians 
crept closer. The four gave up their 
task. They leaped to a machine 
gun. The bomber pointed the way 
to Aksum; they would have to walk. 

All through the afternoon’ the 
bomber flew above the Italians, 
while along the ridges skirting the 
plain the Ethiopians kept pace. Ma- 
chine gun and bomb did not deter 
them. 

Finally, dusk, then the quick 
darkness of the tropics. The 
grounded aviators still were many 
miles from safety. The bomber flew 
toward Aksum to give the alarm.

“knew of Ahner’s reputation at the 
time it hired him in Juné or July 
of 1934 and that its purpose in hir- 
ing him was to handle labor dis- 
putes and problems that were then 
arising.”

Ahner, it was shown in the course 
of the testimony at the hearing, ap- 
peared at the Salem factory only 
once, when he addressed the em- 
ployes, telling them that under sec- 
tion 7A of the NRA, “they were 
free to join a union or not to join, 
that the Brown Shoe Co. in settling 
a strike held in seven plants in 
May, 1934, including the Salem fac- 
tory, did not recognize the union, 
and that their jobs would not de- 
pend on membership in the union.” 
On this evidence Eberle found that 
Ahner’s connection with the com- 
pany did not amount to intimida- 
tion. 

Anti-Union Petition. 

The union charged that Roy Sol- 
lis, an instructor in pattern cutting, 
had a Salem lawyer draw up an 
anti-union petition which he circu- 
lated among the workers and ob- 
tained many signatures. The act 
was described by the trial examiner 
in his report as merely a piece of 
stupidity which the company did 
not instigate. 

George Strong, at one time em- 
ployed in the Salem factory and 
now working for the Brown Shoe 
Co. in St. Louis, operated a candy 
wagon through the Salem plant 
and the evidence showed, accord- 
ing to Eberle, that he was paid by 
the company to give “information 
concerning matters he noticed at 
the factory.” Eberle found, how- 
ever, that there was no evidence 
that Strong was used to intimidate 
any union workers and that “what- 
ever improper use may have been 
made of Strong occurred prior to 
the effect date of the National La- 
bor Relations Act.” 


History of Salem Plant. 


Eberle recounted at length the 
origin of the Salem plant, showing 
how Salem business men _ turned 
over $125,000 to the company for the 
erection of a plant which was to 
operate continuously for 10 years 
and pay out in wages not less than 
$1,250,000. The interest of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee in continued opera- 
tion, according to the report, ap- 
peared in testimony that there was 
frequent communication between 
them and company offiicals during 
the strike at the plant last October. 

The Labor Board is not necessa- 
rily bound by the report of the trial 
examiner. In reaching a final de- 
cision it was said that the board 
would consider the entire record in 
the case.

Attorney-General Says Action Was 
Premature; Test Case of “Bank 
Night” Discussed. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14.— 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 


today withdrew an opinion issued 
by his department Wednesday to 
Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller of 
St. Louis, holding the “bank night’ 
plan of prize awards used by nu- 
merous theaters in Missouri was a 
violation of the State lottery laws. 
McKittrick said the opinion was is- 
sued prematurely, in his absence, 
due to a misunderstanding, and 


the legal questions involved. 

He requested Circuit Attorney 
Miller to return the opinion. It was 
the second in which the department 
had held the “bank-night” plan to 
be a lottery. The first ruling was 
issued about a year ago. McKit- 
trick recently consented to reopen 
the question for further considera- 
tion of the legal points, at the re- 
quest of attorneys for a group of 
St. Louis theaters. The request was 
made after the Iowa Supreme Court 
held the plan did not violate the 
Iowa lottery law. 

The Attorney-General conferred 
with Circuit Attorney Miller in St. 
Louis yesterday on the question of 
whether a test case should be insti- 
tuted, to obtain a court ruling on 
legality of the “bank-night’ plan. 
He said no definite decision was 
reached, but that attorneys for the 
copyrighted “bank-night” plan had 
indicated a test would be sought, 
possibly through a habeas corpus 
proceeding in the Supreme Court. 

McKittrick also said he had been 
informed that since the premature- 
ly issued opinion was prepared in 
his department, the Supreme Court 
of New Hampshire had held the 
“bank-night” plan was legal. He 
said he desired to study the ques- 
tion further,

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BILL 10 PRORIBIT ADS 


NEAR PLAZA IS PASSED 


It Also Bars Signs Within 300 
Feet of Parks and 
Playgrounds, 


An ordinance prohibiting erection 
of advertising signs within 300 feet 
of public parks, plazas, squares and 
playgrounds or certain public build- 


ings was passed today by the Board 
of Aldermen. It was advocated by 
the General Council on Civic Needs, 
Municipal Art Commission and oth- 
er civic agencies, largely as a re- 
sult of the erection of beer and 
whisky signs facing Memorial 
Plaza. 

Buildings specified were City 
Hall, Civil Courts Building, Munici- 
pal Courts Building, Central Public 
Library, the old Courthouse, the 
main Postoffice and Union Station, 
Onwers and tenants of property in 
the affected zones were prohibited 
from permitting erection of bill- 


boards and signs. The ordinance, 
which will become effective when 
signed by Mayor Dickmann, pro- 
vided a fine of $50 to $500 foy viola- 
tion. 

Exception was made for signs an- 
nouncing businesses conducted on 
property within the limits men- 
tioned, but design and character of 
such signs was subjected to ap- 
proval of the Building Commission- 
er and Municipal Art Commission. 


Action on Smoke Urged. 

Mayor Dickmann had introduced 
another ordinance attempting to 
solve the smoke problem, submit- 
ted in connection with a satirical 
message on the “beautiful, bright, 
sunshiny day” in St. Louis yester- 
day. He said it might be political 
suicide to deal with a subject like 
this, affecting private interests, but 
urged the Aldermen to take definite 
action. The new bill called for a 
city smoke department, under a 
commissioner at $6000 a year, and 
a deputy at $4000, who would rec- 
ommend to the Board of Aldermen 
within 60 days some ordinance “that 
will rid St. Louis of smoke.” The 
bill would appropriate $2500 for the 
department for the remainder of 
the fiscal year.

Told of Liquor Operations 
Near Poplar Bluff. 


Three men living -near Poplar 
Bluff, Mo., who pleaded guilty of 
illegal possession of stills and mash 
before Federal Judge Davis here 
yesterday, were arrested as a result 
of a woman's letter to Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, Federal revenue 
agents at Poplar Bluf disclosed to- 
day. 

The men were Curry Armstrong, 
who had been convicted previously 
on a liqu. charge; Joe Tibbs and 
Clarence Shumaker. The agents 
said the letter was written by a 
woman resident of Qulin, Mo., 
southeast of Popiar Bluff, whose 
name they did not announce, and 
that it gave names and facts con- 
cerning stills. The letter was sent 


to the agents from the White 
House. 

Judge Davis sentenced Armstrong 
to 18 months in Leavenworth Fed- 
eral penitentiary and fined him 
$500, while he sentenced Tibbs and 
Shumaker to a year and a day in 
the El Reno (Ok.) Federal reform- 
atory and fined them $100 each. 

W. R. Pruitt, a farmer near Pop- 
lar Bluff, also said by the agents 
to have been named in the letter, 
was arrested yesterday and plead- 
ed guilty before United States Com- 
missioner Arno Ponder at Poplar 
Bluff on a charge of operating an 


: unlicensed still. 


Armstrong, Tibbs and Shumaker 
were among 10 men who have been 
held in jail at Poplar Bluff and 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., under various 
Federal charges and who were 
brought to St. Louis yesterday to 
enter pleas of guilty. They had 
been unable to furnish bail. 

Ernest Harnetz, residing near 
Poplar Bluff, charged with posses- 
sion of a still and mash in violation of 
the revenue laws, offered to plead 
guilty but said the charge was un- 
just, as he just happened to be sit- 
ting near the still when it was raid- 


' ed, and had nothing to do wit it. 


The Judge refused to accept his 
plea. Harnetz, who had been in jail 
since November, conferred with 
United States Attorney Harry .C. 
Blanton, who then dismissed the 
charge. 

Five other men _ residing near 
Poplar Bluff pleaded guilty of 
charges of illegal possession of 
stills and mash or of manufacture 
of illicit liquor. Two of them, pre- 
viously convicted on liquor charges, 
were sent to the Leavenworth pris- 
on. They were: Hugh Hester, sen- 
tenced to a two-year term and 
fined $100, and Paul Jordan, sen- 
tenced to 18 months and fined 
$100. The others, sentenced to 
u year and a day in the El Reno re- 
formatory, «vere: Elmer Teague, 
Robert James, a Negro, and Jack 
Morgan; each of these was also 
fined $100, except Morgan, who was 
fined $500.

NO STAFF CHANGES, 
SAYS JUVENILE JUDGE 


E. J. Sartorius Denies Report 
of Impending Shakeup in 
Probation Officers. 


Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sarto- 
rius, in charge of the Juvenile 
Court, said today toa Post-Dispatch 
reporter there was no basis for a 
published report that he intended to 
make general changes in the staff 
of 27 probation officers of Juvenile 
Court. 

Judge Sartorius is one of the 12 
Democratic members of Circuit 
Court, which has six Republicans 
also. Most of the probation staff 
have held their positions since the 
time when the Circuit Court was 
largely Republican. 

One of Judge Sartorius’ Demo- 
cratic coleagues told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he “sus- 
pected quite a few Republicans on 
the staff would lose out.” Another 
Democratic Judge said he looked 
for som3 changes and _ intimated 
that Democrats would be appointed. 
However, Judge Sartorius explained 
that his recent appointments of a 
board of examiners, to examine ap- 
plicants for positions on the staff, 
was done solely to comply with a 
law requiring annual tests and to 
provide an eligible list in event any 
present employes should resign. 

He said there were no vacancies, 
but that when he took charge of 
Juvenile Court for a year’s term, 
Jan. 1, he found there was no eli- 
gible list and“that no examination 
had been conducted for several 
years. In addition, he said, the city 
has been asked to provide funds in 
its budget for the coming fiscal 
year to permit hiring of as many as 


112 more probation workers. Jesse 


P. Smith is chief probation officer, 
a position he has held for years. 
His staff generally has been consid- 
ered as nonpartisan. Today was 
the last day to apply to Judge Sar- 
torius to take the examination, 
which will be held Feb. 29. 

Frank X. Reller, a Democrat, 
chief clerk in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office for several years, at 
$2400 annually, has applied for the 
appointment as chief probation of- 
ficer, a position paying $4000. 

The Circuit Court in general 
term recently approved the selec- 
tion of the examining board by 
Judge Sartorius. The examiners 
are: Mrs. Lawrence McDaniel, 
5936 Waterman boulevard, a leader 
of Democratic women and wife of a 
former Circuit Attorney; George 
J. Dohle, 3043 Federer place, and 
K. C. Hermann, 1433 Dodier street. 

Appointments would be made 
from the eligible list by Judge Sar- 
torius, but it was expected that he 
would ask his colleagues on the 
bench to approve his choices. It 
has been provided in the court 
rules that those taking the exami- 
nation be marked with the average 
of grades given by the three exam- 
iners, and that each grading be 
based 50 per cent on a written 
test, 25 per cent on a private oral 
test and 25 per cent on an estimate 
of experience and personality. 

Officers of the League of Wom- 
en Voters announced they would 
watch with “intense interest” what- 
ever appointments might be made 
following the examination, because 
of the importance of the work in 
child welfare. A representative of 
the Children’s Aid Society said 
that any vacancies should be filled 
solely on the basis of merit. 


INQUIRY IN PENSION RACKETS 
URGED BY CONGRESSMAN 


Bell of Missouri Before House Com- 
mittee in Support of Investi- 
gation Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—A Con- 
gressional. investigation of “so- 
called pension rackets” was urged 
before the House Rules Committee 
today by Representative Bell 
(Democrat), Missouri. Bell = di- 
rected his remarks chiefly to the 
Townsend movement in support of 
his resolution for appointment of a 
seven-man board to investigate the 
Townsend and similar old age pen- 
sion plans. Representative Fergu- 
son (Dem.), Oklahoma, also ap- 
peared in support ofthe Bell reso- 
lution.

They asked for $60,000 damages 
from J. W. Sloan, head of a com- 
pany which built a dam below the 
McAllister property, flooding their 
beach and part of their land. 


Issues in Suit. 


In the original petition, the Me 
' Allisters alleged Sloan built the 
dam without a permit. He filed an 
answer, asserting the dam was built 
by the lllinois Water Development 
Co., just over the Arkansas line in 
Oklahoma, on an Oklahoma permit, 
and his only participation was as 
an officer of that company, a cor- 
poration. The McAllister attorney 
then asked for leave to file an 
amended petition charging that 
Sloan owned 98 per cent of the 
company’s capital stock and was in 
ll charge of building the dam, but 
dge Ragon refused. 


When the case came to trial, | 


counsel for the McAllisters, in his 
opening statement to the jury, said 
he would prove the facts in the 
petition, but made no reference to 
the charge that Sloan had no per- 
mit.

The return of freezing weather,

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YOUTH PROGRAM 10 AID 


THOSE NOT IN SCHOOL 


Director Buckner Says. 4000 
to 6000 Will Be Employed 
in State by March 15. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14— 
\ Champ Clark Buckner, State direc- 

tor of the National Youth Admin- 
istration, estimates that between 
4000 and 6000 Missouri youths would 
be employed by March 15 on NYA 
non-school projects. Several hun- 
dred already are at work in St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 

The program, which started early 
last month, is designed to furnish 
work for young people between 16 
and 25 years of age who are mem- 
bers of relief families and not at- 
tending school. Pay ranges from 
$11 to $25 a month. 

Before any youth can receive aid, 
he first must register with the Fed- 
eral employment or re-employment 
services. The State was allotted 
$282,500 to carry on the work, and 
further Federal grants are antici- 
pated. 

The projects are divided into two 
divisions, State-wide and commu- 
nity, and four classifications: Rec- 
reational and community develop- 
ment, rural development, public 
service and research. Included in 
recreation and community develop- 


work 

funds. This program will end 
about June 1. College students 
earn an average of $15 a month 
while the high school wage scale is 
approximately $6.

SUSAN B. ANTHONY EXTOLLED 
BY WAGNER IN THE SENATE 


Removal of Discriminations Against 
Women in Industry 

Is Urged. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Re- 
moval of discriminations against 
women in industry was urged to- 
day by Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, in an address to the 
Senate in honor of Susan B. An- 
thony whose 116th birthday anni- 
versary is tomorrow. 
“Complete economic justice must 
be added to the political ane social 
emancipation which women now en- 
joy,” Wagner said. “Men do not 
benefit when democracy is applied 
on a 50 per cent basis.” 
He ranked Miss Anthony with 
Abraham Lincoln. 
“The two were representative 
champions of freedom during the 
nineteenth century,” he said. “One 
freed the colored man from physi- 
cal slavery.

SOUTHWARD RAIL TRAVEL 
HEAVIEST IN FIVE YEARS 


Roads Report Greater Movement of 


Passengers and Automobiles, 

to Cold Winter.

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Southbound 
travel by railroad has reached a 
five-year peak, owing to the cold 
weather. 
“There has been a material in- 
crease in business due to the sever- 
ity of the winter,” said Hugh W.

“Travel to warmer climates is the 
heaviest since 1931.”

One 
of the firm’s lay employes, Sidney 
Gallant, brother of Otis: Gallant, 
did make three trips to Hannibal, 
Hannigan has conceded, but, Han- 
nigan has said, the trips were with- 
out the authority or knowledge of 
the law partners and Sidney Gal- 
lant was rebuked each time. 
Apparently it will be the strat- 
egy of Frank Hollingsworth of 
Mexico, representing the Bar Com- 
mittee, to seek to elicit testimony 
from Hannibal witnesses that on 
solicitation by Sidney Gallant they 
signed contracts employing Gallant 
& Hannigan. 
Six Say They Were Solicited. 
The hearing was adjourned yes-

If he plays minor 
league baseball all his athletic 
life, he hasn’t much’ to show for 
his labors and he has learned no 
other business. He’s just a can- 
didate for a place on the charity 
list of the professional ball play- 
ers’ benevolent association. 


On the other hand, the player 
who is fortunate enough to reach 
the majors while he is still in 
his early 20's, can put aside 
enough money in 10 years to take 
care of him during the readjust- 
ment years that must follow his 
retirement from baseball activ- 
ity. The player is especially for- 
tunate if he happens to. be on a 
team that wins an occasional pen- 
nant.

How Do They Do It? 


HE itch to own a race horse 
transcends all fear of losing 
money. Else why do some men 
continue on the turf when their 
stables cost more than they earn? 
These are halcyon days for turtf- 
men, but every meeting leaves 
in its wake stranded owners, un- 
paid feed bills and race horses 
sold for the price of oats. 

Although there are a great 
many more race tracks than for- 
merly and notwithstanding the 
purse and stake money has 
grown to Brobdingnagian huge- 
ness, a majority of thegnags run 
round and round and round— 
and,bring home little bacon. 

A look through the records for 
1935 shows us that 114 horses 
were sent to the post in from 40 
to 64 races each; and the returns 
from most of these were hardly 
sufficient to pay for their main- 
tenance. 

One five-year-old named Wee 
Chap raced 41 times last year 
and earned $530. That’s an aver- 
age of $13 a race. It costs a mini- 
mum of $10 a race merely to put 
a jockey in the saddle and $25 if 
he wins. 

Add the cost of oats, transpor- 
tation, entry fees, equipment, sta- 
ble-hands, medicine, etc., and you 
can see what a help Wee Chap 
must have been his owner, who 
should have paid a veterinarian 
to put the poor thing out of his 
misery.

One-half cup lard. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

Five cups flour. 

Dissolve yeast in the lukewarm 
milk. Cream the lard and sugar, 
and add salt and yeast-milk mix- 
ture. Add flour, half at a time, and 
beat until smooth. Allow to double 
in bulk in a warm place, (80 de- 
grees), for about an- hour. Place 
the dough in greased muffin tins, 
trying to make one spoonful just 
fill the muffin cup two-thirds full, 
and being careful not to release 
much gass from the dough.

New Meéthod of Roasting Is 
Simplified and Brings Out 
Best Qualitiés. 


Every now and then it’s a good 
idea to break over from the budget 
meat dishes of stew, meat loaf and 
meat pie and give the family a real 
treat of roast beef—roast leg cf 
lamb or pork loin. 

A good roast cut comes from the 
tenderer cuts of the carcass along 
the back bone or from meaty leg. 
These cuts include rib, loin, rump 
or top round cf beef, leg, loin or 
shoulder of veal, lamb or pork. 
Choicest of all these is the rib of 
beef, the leg of lamb and the loin 
of fresh hams from the pork car- 
cass, They are all rather large 
cuts and that’s as it should be, for 
a good roast should weigh four 
Ibs. at least. A small, thin - .ece of 
meat never makes the same desir- 
able juicy product that a thicker, 
more compact piece of meat gives.

A rump 
roast from good quality beef is one 
of the most delicious roasts -c 1 can 
buy. One of the best ways to be 
sure you are getting quality meat is 
to ask for beef and lamb branded 
with the packer’s quality brands. 
Since only the better grades of meat 
are so branded you can rest As- 
sured of quality in cuts bearing this 
identifying mark. 
Having chosen a satisfactory cut 
of meat, weigh it to determine ap- 
proximate cooking time. This helps 
greatly to determine the time at 
which the roast is put into the oven 
so it will come out just in time for 
dinner. 

Method for Roasting. 

The method for roasting which is 
suggested here is new to many cf 
you and is so simple it scarcely 
seems reasonable. We used to go 
through the motions of searing — 
readjusting ovens — basting, etc., 
and then not be sure of results. 
Now we make just two motions, 
putting the meat in and taking it 
out. 

Set the oven at 300 to 325 degrees 
F., place the roast fat side up in a 
shallow, uncovered pan, add_ salt 
(but no flour) and slip it into the 
oven. Don't even look at it again 
until a few minutes before it’s time

This 
low temperature is a real secret of 
success for it means less loss of 
juice, more even cooking and ten- 
derer meat. The “no cover” part of 
the cooking is just as important for 
it allows the meat to brown gradu- 
ally and allows that perfect roasted 
flavor to develop. Experiments 
have proved that covering a_ roast 
makes it less brown, less tender and 
less juicy even though that state- 
ment appears a paradox. 

If you've never done a roast by 
this easiest of all methods, now is 
the time to try. And if you're lucky 
encugh to possess a roast meat 
thermometer be sure to use it, for 
it’s the one accurate method of tell- 
ing when a roast is done. Ask 
to see one of these thermometers at 
any housewares department if you 
haven't already—thy explain them- 
selves.

Dishes Made With Clams and 
Cornmeal May Be Rich 
and Very Tasty. 


The Eastern shore has given a 
great many recipes to the tradition 
of American cooking. In fact, the 


ost of us still say Boston brown 
bread when we mean that moist 


i steamed cone of brown goodness 


that goes as well with baked beans. 
Corn Meal Was Important. 
Corn meal played an important 
part in the cooking of those early 
days. Corn meal is a peculiarly 


Indian foodstuff. In fact, the In- 
dians gave of their ground maize 
>» the early settlers and taught 


~ them how to use it. 


Clams, too, have always been 
plentiful in Eastern waters, and 
consequently the ciam chowder, 
which is really a kind of fish stew, 
came into being and has remained 
among the New England favorites. 

Cakes were few and far between 
but “Election Cake” was always 
served at town meetings with the 
inseparable cup of coffee. Indian 
‘pudding, which some may know, 
is a corn meal pudding which is 
steamed or baked. It is called In- 
dian pudding because it was made 
of Indian meal or corn meal. This 
pudding is a real delicacy if prop- 
erly cooked. 

Clam Chowder.

Put clams, onions, carrot and po- 
tato through the food chopped.

Besides Hunting Down Dissenters, They 
Keep Dictator Up to the Minute 
On Public Opinion.

The importance Mussolini gives 
to the secret police is seen in his 
allotment of 8,000,000 lire addition- 
al for it this year.

While the Fascist party was es- 


tablishing itself most Italians kept 
discreet silence on political ques- 
tions.

House Group Told That It Is

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Infor- 
mation on the development of a 
new field artillery gun that out- 
shoots the famous French 75’s of 


World War days was given to the 
House Appropriations Committee 
yesterday by Major-General W. H. 
Tschappat, Chief of . Army Ord- 
nance. 

The new gun, Tschappat disclosed, 
hits the bull’s eye at 15,000 yards, 
an increase of 1500 yards over the 
French, guns used by American ar- 
tillery units in the World War and 
since retained as standard artillery 
equipment. 

The new guns cost $5000 more 
than the old. For the present the 
army plans to concentrate on mod- 
ernizing field guns now on hand, 
although the new weapons may be 
produced to meet any emergency or 
to replace obsolete guns. 

Congress has been asked for an 
appropriation of $632,000 to increase 
the speed, range, and ability of 
guns to shift from target to target, 
at a cost of $11,300 each. 

Modernization is accomplished, 
Tschappat said, by retaining the 
gun and recuperator, and construct- 
ing new under-carriages to replace 


the wooden-wheeled, steel-tired 
horse-drawn carriage used _ in 
France. 

“The new mount,” Tschappat 


said, “is a split-trail with rubber 
tires which permits travel at high 
speed and enables greater traverse 
and elevation.” 

Funds are sought to equip all 
75’s with a new carriage and sight- 
ing apparatus. The carriage will 
permit the gun to be fired up to 
elevations of 45 degrees instead of 
19 degrees, which will increase the 
gun’s range from five miles to seven 
and one-half miles. 

The new sighting equipment in- 
cludes a panoramic telescope, a 
quadrant for fire at fixed targets, 
and a newly developed telescope 
and mount which, under test, has 
been demonstrated to be highly ef- 
fective on rapidly moving targets 
such as tanks and armored cars. 


RIOTING CONTINUES iN SYRIA 
IN HEAVIEST RAINS IN YEARS 


One Student Killed After Demon- 
strators Against French Rule 
Stone Street Cars. 

By the Associated Press. 

BEIRUT, Syria, Feb. 14.—Nation- 
alists, undaunted by the worst rain- 
storms in 50 years, continued riot- 
ing yesterday at Aleppo, and one 
student was killed after demonstra- 
tors stoned street cars. Another 
was wounded. 

Women of leading families of 
Damascus, along with merchants, 
asked Mohammed Abed, President 
of the Syrian republic, to use his 
influence to end “repressive” 
French measures and grant am- 
nesty to convicted rioters. He said 
disorders must stop first. 


Syrian nationalists are protest- 
ing against dissolution of their 
party, and French rule. There have 
been fatalities in recent disorders. 


FOOD COSTS STILL DROPPING 


Higher Than Year Ago, However, 
Labor Department Reports.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The La- 
bor Department reported yester- 
day that retail food costs in the 
two weeks ended Jan. 28 continued 
to slide downward. 

The cost those two weeks was 80.7 
per cent of the average cost in 1923- 
25, compared with 81.7 per cent the 
previous two weeks and 82.5 per 
cent the two weeks before that. A 
year ago the cost was 78.9 per cent. 


Three years ago it was 62.5 per cent. 


WORLD RACE FOR CONTROL 
OF AIR ROUTES PREDICTED 


Report Made to Roosevelt by Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Pre- 
diction of an international race for 
control of trade routes of the air 
is made by the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. 

The committee also declares in 
its annual report to President 
Roosevelt that the pre-eminent 
place held by the United States in 
aircraft development is being 
threatened by many other nations. 

“The foundations are being laid 
now for a world-wide struggle for 
the control of trade routes of the 
air, and for the control of world 
aeronautical markets,” the commit- 
tee report says. 

“It is becoming generally rec- 
ognized that, other things being 
equal, a decisive advantage in this 
struggle will be with that country 
that has the greatest vision and 
initiative in establishing research 
facilities and in executing long- 
range research programs.” 

The United States has led in 
aeronautics largely because of the 
emphasis placed on fundamental 
scientific research, much of which 
has been done at the committee’s 
laboratory at Langley Field, Va., 
the report says. 

The general trend of aircraft de- 
velopment now “is toward larger 
airplanes with increased wind 
loading and aircraft engines of in- 
creased horsepower,” the commit- 
tee says.

NEW DEAL USURPS. 
LOCAL SELF RULE, 
AUSTIN DECLARES 


Surreptitiously, Under 
Guise of Emergency, 
Powers Are Being Sur- 
rendered, Senator Says. 


The attitude of President Roose- 
velt and the New Deal in genera! 
toward the Constitution, described 
by the speaker as destructive of lo- 


cal self-government and leading to 
the establishment of a ruler at 
Washington, was the theme of an 
address by United States Senator 
Warren R. Austin of Vermont at 
the banquet last night of the As- 
sociation of Young Republicans of 
Missouri at Hotel Jefferson. 

More than 1000 Missouri Repub- 
licans, including candidates for 
State offices, attended the banquet, 
which marked the formal opening 
of the 1936 Republican campaign 
in Missouri and was the principal 
feature of the series of Republican 
meetings here, which began 
Wednesday. 

As indicative of the attitude of 
President Roosevelt toward the 
passage of legislation of doubtful 
constitutionality, Senator Austin, 
Republican, quoted the following 
from a message of the President to 
a congressional committee last 
year: “I hope your committee wiil 
not permit doubt as to the consti- 
tutionality, however reasonable, to 
block the suggested legislation.” 

The quoted statement was in a 
message of the President urging en- 
actment of the Guffey coal law. 

The banquet was the customary 
observance by Republican organ- 
izations of Lincoln’s birthday an- 
niversary, which was Wednesday, 
with interest heightened this year 
by the approach of a presidential 
campaign. The speaker quoted fre- 
quently from Lincoln’s public ut- 
terances. 

“Smoke Screen of Emergency.” 

Senator Austin cited numerous 
acts of Congress under the New 
Deal which he said were impair- 
ments of the right of self-rule in 
the states, or were unlawful dele- 
gations of legislative power to the 
President or his appointees. 

“Surreptitiously, one by one un- 
der the smoke screen of emergen- 
cy,” he said, “the exclusive powers 
of Congress have been delegated to 
the President, or some executive 
agency, to lay and collect taxes; 
to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations and among the _ several 
states; to coin money and regulate 
the value thereof, and to make laws 
for the execution of legislative pow- 
ers.” 

He pointed out that under the 
AAA, declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court, the Secretary 
of Agriculture was authorized, with 
the approval of the President, “to 
make regulations with the force 
and effect of law to determine the 
amount and incidence of the proc- 
essing tax.” 

By the tariff act of 1934, he said, 
“the legislative power and sena- 
torial duty to ratify treaties were 
delegated to the President.” He re- 
ferred to the congressional author- 
ization for the President to negoti- 
ate trade agreements with foreign 
nations, and asserted that under 
this power duties on many farm 
products were being greatly re- 
duced. He predicted a flood of ag- 
ricultural imports to the disadvan- 
tage of the American farmers.

of lazy men’ was an error. 

Bukharin is a former member of 
the Communist party’s powerful 
political bureau. A demand for 
the correction of his statement was 
made by the Communist party 
newspaper Pravda. 

In a signed article in Izvestia to- 
day, Bukharin declared he had 
never sympathized with the idea 
that Russians at any time were an 
idle race and expressed regret that 
the use of the expression “abla- 
movs” (lazy men) had “led some of 
my comrades to err concerning my 
real attitude.” 

Ablamov was the principal char- 
acter of a Russian novel of the 
same name.

Appeals Allowed Under New Decree 
Retroactive to 1934. 

BERLIN, Feb. 14.—An attempt to 
conciliate oppositional Protestant 
clergy was seen today in a new or- 
dinance by the Reich’s Church 
Committee establishing a “disci- 
plinary court of appeal,” before 
which oppositional pastors may 
bring objection against summary 
measures taken against them by 
lower authorities. 

In church circles the ordinance 
was viewed as a concession to re- 
calcitrant clergy in the interests of 
peace, inasmuch as it is retroac- 
tive and covers all restrictive ac- 
tions taken against oppositional 
clergymen since Jan. 7, 1934. These 
actions now become subject to ap- 
peal on the application of those con- 
sidering themselves victims.

The whole world, Radek assert¢ 
ed, “will place the blame for recent 
events on the shoulders of leaders 
of the Japanese army and its insti- 
tutions in Japan and Manchoukuo.” 

Soviet advices from Ulan Bator, 
Outer Mongolia, said the alleged 
Japanese-Manchoukuan invaders of 
Outer Mongolia in the disputed Far 
Eastern order territory were eject« 
ed after two fights near the Mon- 
golian post of Bulun Dersu. 

Radek said an “idea” reported to 
have been spread through the press 
at Harbin, Manchoukuo, of compell- 
ing the Soviet army to withdraw 
west of Lake Baikal, leaving the 
entire Far East in the hands of the 
Japanese, was “idiotic.”

I quote from a New York paper to 
prove how one of that city’s boroughs 
deals with the smoke nuisance—so unnec- 
essary in these days of modern appli- 
ances for the chimneys of buildings 
where soft coal is used: The manager of 
a theater “admitted in Stapleton Police 
Court yesterday that a smokestack on 
the theater building had belched black 
smoke for 25 minutes the other day, but 


- he said it was caused by a defect in the 


flue. The defect was corrected, he told 
Magistrate William T. Croak, so the 
Judge suspended sentence.” 

St. Louis is wasting health and retard- 
ing its possible development by ignoring 
its poisonous atmosphere, which could 
be corrected at a minimum expense, while 
it howls for a $30,000,000 memorial. 

Better to spend your spare millions on 
@ manufacturing plant, the product of 
which would benefit the whole city, and 
compel the use of modern chimney ap- 
pliances for immediate use wherever soft 
coal is burned.

gad may be valid beyond ques- 

tion and impressive up to a certain 
point, but they have their limitations. To 
say that 25,000,000 workers receive two- 
thirds of the national income means noth- 
ing unless we know the amount of the 
national income, the ratio of the 25,000,- 
000 workers to other classifications and 
how much each received. 

If the amount were equally divided, 
which, of course, it was not, at the 1932 
figure this would give each of the 25,- 
000,000 slightly over $1300 per annum on 
which to live. The fact that this average 
figure is so low tells its own story. 

Government statistics, as your corre- 
spondent suggests, to the effect that 
“people with net incomes of less than 
$5000 per year received 89 per cent of the 
national income of 1932,” bear out my 
own figures above. But what of it? 
Eighty-nine per cent of how much for 
how many? It is individual purchasing 
power that is important.

AMENDING THE NEUTRALITY ACT. 
The Senate Foreign Relations Committee has ap- 
proved unanimously a bill to extend the present 
Neutrality Act, with several modifications, until 
May 1, 1937. Chairman McReynolds has indicated 
that the House Foreign Relations Committee will 
speedily approve the’ measure as well, 

Thus the way is being cleared for what seems 
the wisest move under present circumstances—re- 
enactment of the present law, which expires Feb. 
29, thereby preventing prolonged debate on the high- 
ly controversial points involved in other bills now 
before Congress. More important, it saves the coun- 
try from attempting to fix rigidly its policy in future 
wars whose conditions no man can now know. 

The present act is functioning satisfactorily in 
governing American neutrality in the Italo-Ethiopian 
war, whose imminent outbreak led to its adoption 
last Aug. 31. With the accompanying amendments, 
it shoufd continue to be an adequate safeguard, 
without the dangers pointed out by both sides in 
the debate over adoption of a more far-reaching pro- 
gram. ? 

Under the present act, this country has estab- 
lished an embargo on exportation of arms, munitions 
and implements of war to belligerents, and a Na- 
tional Munitions Control Board, to administer that 
provision, has been set up. The President has pro- 
claimed, as authorized by the act, that citizens trav- 
eling on the vessels of belligerents do so at their 
own risk. In addition, the carrying of men or muni- 
tions from American ports to ships of belligerents 
at sea is forbidden, as is the entry of the subma- 
rines of belligerents into American waters. 

One strengthening provision in the bill now ap- 
proved by the Senate committee is that forbidding 
loans or credits to any belligerent, by the Govern- 
ment or American citizens. This will help to put 
future wars on a cash basis, and prevent large com- 
mitments of capital with their creation of special 
interests. Commercial credits are not included, but 
the interest of business firms in keeping their trans- 
actions within safe limits may be counted on to 
regulate this factor satisfactorily. 

Another new provision answers the question, fre- 
quently asked in the neutrality debate: If a Latin 
American country were attacked by a foreign Power, 
should the United States withhold arms and muni- 
tions from both? This is covered satisfactorily by 
a clause exempting a country so attacked from 
the embargo, thus preventing any conflict between 
the neutrality law and the Monroe Doctrine. 

The principle of “trade at your own risk,” as 
laid down by the President in his proclamation of 
last Oct. 5, is not included in the new draft, nor 
does it appear in the present law. Mr. Roosevelt's 
proclamation, however, doubtless will stand so long 
as necessity remains. 
of the President’s executive functions, that of de- 
ciding whether, through the State Department, he 
will or will not present. claims against foreign na- 
tions. 

The present law says that the President shall im- 
pose an arms embargo in any war between two or 
more foreign nations, but that, if other states later 
become involved, he may extend the embargo to 
them. This inconsistency has been widely criticised, 
and justly. The new draft cures it by requiring the 
President to apply the arms embargo to all bellig- 
erents, regardless of when they enter the conflict. 
The present law has been improved by these 
changes, on the basis of experience with its opera- 
tion and the disclosure, under critical eyes, of the 
need for amendments. It does not enter the perilous 
fields in which able and sincere spokesmen for both 
sides are sharply divided as to the desirable pro- 
cedure. Adoption of the measure in approximately 
its present revised form should give as much pro- 
tection as can be expected from legislation. A neu- 
trality law is not a peace guaranty, of course. There 
are immeasurable and unforeseeable forces that lead 
to war, against which it is impossible to legislate in 
advance. 
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ADVERTISING ON THE PLAZA. 

Last December the Aldermen had before them for 
consideration an ordinance proposed by the Munici- 
pal Art Commission which would have prohibited 
the erection of advertising billboards within 300 feet 
of public parks and buildings. The inspiration for 
the ordinance was the manner in which the Memorial 
Plaza has been used to advertise various products 
by the use of huge and garish signs conspicuous by 
day and by night, when they are floodlighted. The 
Aldermen failed to pass the measure and the abuse 
continues. 

It appears now that the city itself is an offender. 
It has permitted the erection of a large sign adver- 
tising an automobile show over that part of the plaza 
where the Soldiers’ Memorial is being constructed. 
Numerous protests have been made and city officials 
now explain that the agreement was that the sign 
should stay up for 10 days only: moreover, that 
in the future they will refuse to permit a repetition 
of the occurrence, 

So far so good. But the incident serves to bring 
up again the desirability of an ordinance which would 
protect a great public investment and a much-ad- 
mired civic beauty spot from being capitalized for 
commercial purposes. We suggest the Municipal Art 
Commission renew its request for a suitable ordi- 
nance to protect the plaza. 
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NAZIS VS. CATHOLICS. 

At the same time that Fuehrer Hitler was taking 
the assassination of Wilhelm Gustloff as the text for 
fresh anti-Semitic declarations, his secret police were 
carrying out the Nazi policies of persecution on an- 
other front, in the widespread arrests of Catholics. 
Any group that refuses to submit its principles and 
its conscience to a dictator's regimentation—and this 
the German Catholics have done in many notable in- 
stanceg—becomes the prey of his organized terror. 
This resistance explains both the drastic punishment 
meted out to Catholics who have violated Germany’s 


currency laws and the arrest of persons whose only | 


offense is membership in church organizations. 

Out of the latest raids has come what is perhaps 
the most bizarre Nazi accusation since the Commu- 
nists were accused of firing the Reichstag. This is the 
contention that Catholics and Communists are join- 
ing in a plot against the Government. The antipathy 
of these two groups toward each other is common 
knowledge everywhere. Anh alliance between them is 
such a remote possibility that it is difficult to see 
how the charge can be believed, even in Germany. 

Another circumstance testifies to the falsity of the 
report, If Catholics and Communists were plotting 
together against the Hitler regime, it would mean

formed a common front. In such an event, all the 
might of the Nazi Reich would be mobilized at once 
to put down the movement, for it is recognized that 
consolidation of the regime’s critics would be a seri- 
ous menace to its continuance. That the secret po- 
lice are dealing with the situation identifies the 
action as another wave of persecution and not the 
scotching of a rebellion. 
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TAXES AND DRINKING HABITS. 

If Americans are addicted to hard liquor, of which 
comparatively small quantities produce intoxication, 
the fault lies partly in the failure of legislators to 
shape liquor tax programs with due regard to influ- 
encing drinking habits. Liquor taxes, of course, con- 
stitute a most important source of revenue, but it 
would be a lot wiser, in terms of national welfare, 
if the state should forego some of this revenue in 
the interest of encouraging the drinking of beer and 
wine, instead of distilled spirits. 

As the Baltimore Evening Sun puts it, “The states 
and Federal Government have hedged wine-making 
with restrictions almost as severe as those for dis- 
tilleries, and have set up rules for the wine trade 
so severe that the net result is to raise prices to ab- 
surdly high levels and actually discourage the use 
of this most temperate beverage.” In Maryland, there 
is a tax of 20 cents a gallon on dry wine, and farmers 
who grow grapes and make wine for sale must pay a 
license fee of $1000 a year, a fee as large as that 
paid by the largest distillery or brewery. 

Temperance advocates often point to the people of 
Germany, France, Italy, Spain and other European 
countries where wine is very cheap and forms a.part 
of the daily diet, yet where drunkenness is compara- 
tively rare. Even assuming that the drinking habits 
of Americans have long favored spirits, to rid wine 
and beer of all possible restrictions in the form of 
taxes would greatly increase their use to the gain of 
temperate habits. 

Typical of the stupidity of post-repeal legislation, 
no distinction is made in New Jersey between com- 
mercial wineries and wine clubs. New Jersey has 
a large foreign-born population and it was the cus- 
tom for friends and neighbors to buy collectively a 
carload of grapes, from which each family would 
make its own barrel of wine. Now such clubs must 
pay heavy taxes or operate illegally. 

For many years, California has specialized in mak- 
ing wines of very fair quality, but their sale is lim- 
ited because of high prices which, in turn, are large- 
ly due to high taxation. In Missouri, the State tax 
on wine has been reduced from 40 cents a gallon for 
sweet wine to 10 cents, and from 10 cents on dry wine 
to 2, with a resulting increase in demand. Still, the 
purchaser of a gallon of sweet wine in this State 
must pay 30 cents in excise tax, 20 to the Federal 
Government. That is a large impost.

the country is, generally speaking, mark- 

edly more cheerful than it was a few 
months ago. Most people, I should say, real- 
ly believe that the depression is now ending 
and will be succeeded by at least a few years 
of solid prosperity. (Those with whom 1 
talked were as a rule much more firm in 
this belief than I am.) 

So far as I could judge, John Citizen at- 
tributes this recovery to natural causes; he 
does not believe that the Government has 
done much to bring it about, nor does he 
accept the alternative theory that the acts 
of the present administration have hindered 
the return of better times. 

It is obvious that the degree of restoration 
thus far attained is subject to all sorts of 
qualifications; it is better in some districts 
and industries than in others; it is stronger 
in relation to consumer goods than capital 
equipment; it is far larger at the top of 
the social scale than further down. Never- 
theless, it exists. 

As people have grown more cheerful during 
the past few months, there is, I think, no 
doubt that President Roosevelt's personal 
popularity has suffered a sharp decline, On 
this subject, of course, the national polls are 
far more valuable than the casual observa- 
tions of any individual; but I am sure l 
should have brought back the same opinion 
even if these barometers did not exist. 

There are several reasons for the decline 
in the President’s popularity. One in particu- 
lar seems of great importance: The present 
plan of dealing with the unemployed 
through the WPA. Not only is this plan 
criticised on its own account, but I found 
widespread objection to the sudden and 
sweeping changes in national policy of which 
it is the latest. 


T HERE can be no doubt that the mood of 


I believe the country is suffering from 
“spiritual shell-shock,” a mental fatigue in- 
duced by rapid successive alterations of the 
Federal Government's intentions, and that 
this accounts in large part for the quite ob- 
vious desire that experimentation shall stop 
for a while. Many people said to me, in 
effect: Just as we had got used to the CWA, 
it was dropped overnight. Then we accuis- 
tomed ourselves to the FERA and the PWA, 
of which the first has been scrapped and 
the second has been cut down enormously. 
Now we have the WPA, but we are told 
that it will end next spring, and we are not 
told what will take its place. Why can’t 
the people at Washington make up their 
minds what they want, and then stick to it? 

In some parts of the country, I heard bit- 
ter protest against the specific details of 
the new program, which involves work re- 
lief for a maximum of 3,500,000 persons (in- 
cluding the CCC) and turns back to the 
states and cities the problem of relief for 
all “unemployables.” The comment was 
made that many cities and some states are 
not in a financial condition to assume this 
burden, and that the real danger of great 
suffering has again appeared. 

It was pointed out that there are many 
thousands of employable persons on relief 
for whom the present Federal program does 
not and cannot make provision, including 
in particular those unemployed. who are scat- 


tered through small towns, a few in each 
community, not sufficiently numerous in any 
one place to make a work-relief project pos- 
sible there. 

Even more bitter was the criticism of the 
character of the WPA projects themselves. 
Whether rightly or wrongly, there is a wide- 
spread impression that the Government is 
not getting good value in exchange for its 
present expenditure, that in the endeavor to 
put millions of people to work in a great 
hurry and to spend most of the money for 
wages and little for materials, numerous 
projects have been accepted that are in fact 
not much more valuable than the famous 
leaf-raking of two years ago, 

* © + 

In a number of cities, I talked with relief 
administrators about the morale of those 
who have been out of work any length of 
time. They all agree that the deterioration 
in the courage and independence of such 
persons constitutes a national problem of 
the utmost seriousness. At first, according 
to their uniform testimony, the man who has 
to ask help for himself and his family feels 
a deep sense of humiliation. In thousands 
of cases, the request has been postponed 
until the last possible moment, often until 
the money is all gone and the larder is 
empty. As the “client” continues on the re- 
lief rolls, however, this attitude rapidly 
changes. The sense of shame disappears 
and in many cases the recipient comes to 
consider his status a normal and permanent 
one. [ have no doubt that the President and 
Mr. Hopkins have been acutely aware of this 
situation and that WPA was, at least in part, 
an attempt to cope with it. 

Every one of the relief executives with 
whom I have talked repudiates indignantly 
the notion that the unemployed would rather 
live on charity than work. (Their testimony 
coincides with what I heard when I studied 
this question in England and Germany.) 
They say that only a minute proportion of 
psychopathic individuals really welcome idle- 
ness for its own sake, and that the over- 
whelming majority are pathetically anxious 
to find something to do. 

Everyone remembers the incidents in 
which relief has been temporarily suspended 
in certain areas in order to induce the un- 
employed to help harvest the crops. My in- 
formants made three points about these in- 
cidents: First, that large numbers of the 
unemployed are without agricultural experi- 
ence and fear they will not be equal to the 
task; second, that in these cases the would- 
be employer usually takes advantage of the 
situation to offer outrageously low rates of 
payment; and, third, that the unemployed 
fear that if they go off the relief rolls tem- 
porarily they will not be able to return to 
them if the need should arise. 

This last question is extremely serious, not 
only in the farm regions but throughout the 
country. I have heard almost universal 
criticism of the red tape involved in the ad- 
ministration of relief. If it were possible 
to give relief clients a leave of absence for 
a specified period, at the same time issuing 
a “passport” guaranteeing restoration to the 
relief rolls without risk of delay at the end 
of that period, the situation would be strik- 
ingly improved,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. 
HE biggest Government booty 
T since the iys of lush war con- 
tracts, is making the mouths of 
the legal p-ofession water all over 
the country. 

It is the one billion dollars in 
AAA taxes which the meat packers, 
the textile manufacturers, and oth- 
er big processors paid into the 

reasury and which now may be 

bject to refund. , 

Ever since the Supreme Court's 
Louisiana rice millers’ decision re- 
storing processing taxes, this billion 
dollars has become the pot of gold 
at the end of the treasure hunt for 
hundreds of lawyers. 

It is the topic of daily whispers in 
the lobby of the Mayflower. It is 
the subject of separate deals be- 
tween processors and retailers to 
whom the tax was passed. 

Textile manufacturers actually

One formula which looked good 
at first was to let the Federal tax 
collecto. face the suits. They can 
be sued, whereas the Government 
cannot be sued without its consent. 

This idea actually got so far that 
the amount for which the tax col- 
lectors were bonded was looked up. 
It was only $17,000,000. But then 
it was discovered that the Federal 
Government was bound by law to 
be responsible for its tax collectors. 

So this particular idea was aban- 
doned. The Administration is still 
looking for another.

Happy Jails. 


From time to time word slips out 
from the Justice Department that 
Federal prisoners have been re- 
moved from a local jail. The offi- 
cial explanation is always the same, 
namely that the institution “failed 
to meet required standards.” 

Behind this cryptic language is 
a story of lax, and often worse, 
administrative conditions. Govern- 
ment prison inspectors in their un- 
announced visits to local jails en- 
counter some extraordinary sights. 

Recently several inspectors walked 
into a local Southern jail where 
eight Federal prisoners were being 
held. When they asked. for the 
jailer they were told he was “out.” 
His wife, who was present, at first 
was unable to find the keys to the 
cells, but after a search finally lo- 
cated them. 

None of the keys, however, 
seemed to fit the celi-block door. 
Finally her five-year-old daughter 
piped up, saying: “Mamma, let me 
try. I know how to open it.” 

The little girl was no more suc- 
cessful than her mother. Where- 
upon one of the prisoners reached 
through the bars, took the keys 
and unlocked the door. 

The prisoners were removed from 
the jail the next day. 

In a mid-western jail an inspec- 
tor, dropping in one morning, found 
the keeper on hand, but minus his 
keys. Asked where they were he 
replied: 

“That durn trusty got drunk on 
me last night and I don’t know 
what he did with them.”

ity of victory out of war. It would 
paralyze our defensive powers and 
leave us naked to out enemies. 

The bill neglects to consider any 
lesson of history. It does nothnig 
to control the most dangerous as- 
pect o fthe economies of war—price 
inflation. 

It is proopsed by persons inno- 
cent of experience in the conduct 
of war, who are more intent on 
the propagandizing of a _ social 
theory than on the grave respon- 
sibility of national defense. It is 
the most dangerous demagogy in

A 
passenger plane was grounded at 
Albuquerque while the pilot waited 
for clearing skies. 

At Liberal, Kan., the third dust 
storm in six days, mixed with 
snow, reduced visibility to 50 feet. 
Farmers said half the winter wheat 
crop had been lost.

ALASKAN RAILROAD FOUNDER | 
ASSAILS NEW YORK BANKERS 


Names J. P. Morgan in Letter to 
Roosevelt on Damage He Says 
Is Being Done. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 14.—John 
E. Ballaine, builder of the Alaska 


Central Railroad and founder of 
the City of Seward, said today poli- 
cies “emanating from the offices of 
New York bankers and railroad 
owners” are blighting the territory. 

“Their activities are also destroy- 
ing the possibilities of success for 
the Government’s Matanuska Col- 
ony,” he said. 

In an open letter to President 
Roosevelt, Ballaine named the J. 
P. Morgan & Co., and the Harri- 
man-Union Pacific Railroad inter- 
ests. “Their transactions aim, as 
they did under Secretary Albert B. 
Fall and his associates,” he wrote, 
“to destroy the Alaska Railroad by 
depriving it of traffic and earnings 
from coal mining and timber de- 
velopments. 

“They are more active and suc- 
cessful in their Alaska plottings of 
recent and present times than ever 
before in the last 20 years. That is 
evidenced by the taking up of the 
rails and the abandonment in 1933 
of a branch line of the Alaska Rail- 
road which reached the fields of 
the highest grades of bituminous 
coal in the Chicaloon and adjoin- 
ing districts of the Matanuska Val- 
ley.” 

As a result, Ballaine wrote, the 
large coast markets from Los An- 
geles north to Seattle have been 
compelled to rely upon lower grade 
coals, now supplied in part from 
Utah over the Union Pacific Rail- 
road.

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GERMAN AIRDROMIES 
LINE WHOLE FRONTIER 


Double Row Back of Demilitar- 
ized Zone Rouses Specu- 
lation in France. 


PARIS, Feb. 14—French army 
observers report a double line of 
more than 50 modern military air- 
dromes has been strung in Ger- 
many from Switzerland to the 
North Sea on the edge of the Rhine- 
land demilitarized zone. Beginning 
at Friedrichshafen on the Swiss 
border, the lines extend northward 
to converge at Kloppenburg, near 
the Dutch frontier. A single line 
runs from: there to Borkum Island 
in the North Sea. 

Even from the second line, French 
observers say, German bombing 
planes could easily reach Frencao 
territory. within an hour. 

It is thought the double line of 
airports is Germany’s answer to 
France’s great system of steel and 
concrete frontier fortifications. 
Most of the airports, it is report- 
ed, are equipped with subterranean 
hangars and can accommodate 100 
fighting planes. They are provided 
with repair shops, living quarters 
for pilots and mechanics, and gas- 
proof shelters. 

While French observers realize 
the airports are not constructed in 
the gRhineland demilitarized zone 
and therefore do not violate the Lo- 
carno and Versailles treaties, they 
do believe that Nazi Germany is 
prepared to send troops into. the 
zone at a moment’s notice. 

The three German army corps 
which occupied the district before 
1914 have been reconstituted, it is 
reported, and are being trained in 
the interior of Germany. But in a 
fe whours, it is believed, they could 
march into the zone and find ad- 
ministrative framework and bar- 
racks there to receive them. 

Under the Locarno pact such an 
occupation would constitute “ag- 
gression” and England, Belgium 
and Italy would be obliged to assist 
France. 

France puts great importance on 
the demilitarized zone in case of 
war with Germany. Although mod- 
ern motorized units could overcome 
the handicap «* the demilitarized 
zone in a few hours, French army 
officials think it would take Ger- 
many from 24 to 36 hours to cross 
the zone with its heavy guns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today sent to the 
Senate the nomination of Robert H. 
Jackson, general counsel of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, as Assist- 
ant Attorney-General in charge of 
tax cases. 

Jaékson came to the Treasury 
from Jamestown, N. Y. He pros- 
ecuted, before the Board of Tax 
Appeals, the $3,000,000 income tax 
case against Andrew W. Mellon.

Defeated in First Clash. 
Reports from Ulan Bator said one 
light field gun and one machine 
gun were captured by the Japanese- 
Manchoukuan forces in Wednes- 
day’s battle near Bulun Dersu. 

The Soviet account stated that 
the Mongolian frontier troops, out- 
numbered five to one, were defeat- 
ed in the first clash about four and 
a half miles inside Mongolian ter- 
ritory and were obliged to retreat. 
Reinforcements were rushed to 
their aid, however, the dispatches 
said, and the Japanese-Manchouku- 
ans were turned back in a second 
engagement about seven and a half 
miles from the border. 

The Mongolian Government was 
said to have wired a demand to 
Manchoukuo to put an immediate 
stop to the alleged incursions on 
Mongolian territory and to punish 
those responsible for the latest in- 
vasion. 

The situation on the Mongolian- 
Manchoukuan border, -tense for 
several months, reached an acute 
stage recehtly following the report- 
ed concentration of Japanese troops 
opposite the Mongolians’ key fron- 
tier posts. 

There has been ne reply as yet 
from Manchoukuo to Outer Mon- 
golia’s demand for cessation of al- 
leged provocative raids. 


The Japanese version of the bor- 
der incident Wednesday said a 
Japanese-Manchoukuan column re- 
captured the town of Olahodka, 
southwest of Lake Bor, in the bor- 
der zone. 

A Foreign Office spokesman for 
the Manchoukuan Government was 
quoted by Japanese dispatches as 
charging that the Mongolian forces 
used airplanes in the encounter, de- 
scribed as the most serious thus far 
of the long series of incidents.

policy which he described as a re- 
pudiation of the Democratic plat- 
form pledge of a sound currency. 
Quoting the provision of the dollar 
devaluation act that “in the event 
the weight of the gold dollar shall 
at any time be reduced, the result- 
ing increase in value of the gold 
held by the United States... . shall 
be covered into the Treasury as a 
miscellaneous receipt,” he com- 
mented: 

“In other words, debasement of 
the currency means profit out of 
the people.” 

“IT have pointed,” he said, “to but 
a few of the many acts already 
passed which contain the philoso- 
phy of the New Deal—destruction 
of local self-government and checks 
and balances in Federal power, and 
the establisament of a ruler at 
Washington. 

Industry Crippled by NRA. 

“Of course the NRA was the most 
significant of the suicidal effects 
of the New Deal. With swift fatal- 
ity, it created the Roosevelt depres- 
sion, when the rest of the world 
was recovering from its distress, 
and destroyed the gains we had 
made in 1933. 

“Scarcely a store, laundry, hotel, 
ice plant, tailor shop, packing 
plant, boot and shoe factory, foun- 
dry, machine shop or other indus- 
try that was not crippled in some 
degree by it, with a consequent 
injury to workers. 

“The AAA and the NRA gave us 
the absolute proof that the New 
Deal had invaded the states and 
taken charge of local police regula- 
tions to a marked degree.” 

Amendments Proposed. 

The Vermont Senator’ charged 
that New Deal supporters in Con- 
gress are already working for con- 
stitutional amendments which 
would concentrate powers now re- 
served to the states in the Federal 
Government and in the President. 
A bill introduced in the House, he 
said, proposes the repeal of the 
Tenth Amendment which § states 
that “Powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution 
nor prohibited to it by the states, 
are reserved to the states respec- 
tively or to the people.” Another 
constitutional amendment proposed 
in the House, he said, would pro- 
vide that “Congress shall have 
power to delegate its legislative 
power to the President and-or to 
such agencies as he may select.” 
The latter was introduced by Rep- 
resentative R. T. Wood of Missouri, 
he said, 

Besides these proposals, he said, 
there are many others undertaking 
to restrict the powers of the Fed- 
eral Courts and the Supreme Court, 
and to emtarge the powers of Con- 
gress. 

“Moral Mess in Washington.” 

Mrs. Robert Lincoln Hoyal, Re- 
publican National Committeewoman 
from Arizona, said that the ambi- 
tion of women in this year’s na- 
tional campaign should be to “clean 
up the mental and moral mess in 
Washington.” 

“American women have less 
rights as the Federal Government 
approaches dictatorship and autoc- 
racy,’ she said. “The policies of 
the New Deal are a challenge to 
every one of us to oppose them. We 
have seen, in three years of the 
New Deal, tremendous Federal ex- 
penditures, and the addition of 
more than 230,000 persons to the 
Federal payroll. Our national debt 
has become staggering in its enor- 
mity. If there ever was a joy ride 
on land or sea, we have been taken 
for one. The money changers may 
have been driven from the temple, 
but they have been driven into the 
national treasury.” 

Roosevelt the Issue. 

Congressman Dewey Short of Ga- 
lena, only Republican Congressman 
from Missouri, declared that the 


“single issue of this campaign is 
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Franklin Delano Roosevelt.” 

“A man is no better than his 
word,” he said. “The President has 
flagrantly ignored every plank in 
the Democratic platform of 1932, 
except the one pledging repeal of 
prohibition. His former Democratic 
friends are not only planning to 
take a walk, but have already 
walked out on him.” 

Branch Rickey’s Speech. 


Branch Rickey, vice-president 
and general manager of the St. 
Louis Cardinals, charged that the 
national administration was rapidly 
approaching despotism, by central- 
izing legislative and executive 
powers in the President. 

“We have come to know that that 
form of government leads to ty- 
ranny,” he said. “It has happened 
in Italy and Germany, but it can- 
not happen here. We must pre- 
vent it.” 

Rickey, comparing the tactics of 
the administration to those of a 
football team, said that the Presi- 
dent, as captain of the team, “ap- 
parently has taken the ball and 
started to run the wrong way. The 
only voice of warning from the 
stands has been that of Al Smith, 
shouting, ‘Stop him! He’s running 
in the wrong direction.’ The spec- 
tators in this game are our coun- 
try’s millions of citizens, who, in-

N the field of the treatment of

like to know if he can get some 
relief, and most of the treatments 
are directed towards relief. 

A word of warning should be 
sounded against the treatments, 
especially too strenuous tgeatments, 
which are directed against cure. 
To follow the advice of those who 
tell you to go out in the winter 
weather and walk 10 miles, or take 
a cold bath, or to do both, does 
more harm than good. If there 
is any such thing as colds running 
into pneumonia, this is one of the 
ways in which it happens. 

The best advice that can be given 
anybody with a cold is to conserve 
the recuperative powers of the 
body by rest and a mild diet. And 
this is exactly what the body. in- 
stinctively tells you to do, anyway.

HE best advice for the treat- 

ment of the common cold, I be- 

lieve, is that given by Dr. Har- 
old 8S. Diehl, professor of preven- 
tive medicine at the University of 
Minnesota. From his recent book, 
called “Healthful Living,” I. ab- 
stract his advice as follows: 

“Several years ago a series of 
studies were instituted by the 
health service of the University of 
Minnesota to determine the value of 
various forms of treatment of the 
common cold... Physicians wrote 
prescriptions for ‘cold medication’ 
... After 48 hours of treatment the 
patients reported the results on 
cards prepared for this purpose. 
Upon the basis of these reports the 
effectiveness of the medication in 
each case was estimated.” 

Some of the cold capsules had 
nothing but milk and sugar, and 
others had nothing but aspirin, and 
others had a combination of drugs. 

The milk-sugar capsules “were in- 
cluded so that we might know what 
proportion of patients would recov- 
er without treatment in the 48-hour 
period for which results were re- 
ported. . . Approximately 35 per 
cent of the students who got only 
sugar tablets reported improve- 
ment or cure of their acute colds 
within 48 hours. Some of these ex- 
perienced such prompt and remark- 
able improvement that they were 
moved to comment that these tab- 
lets were the most effective treat- 
ment that they had ever tried for 
their colds. The fact that such a 
large percentage of persons with 
colds recover spontaneously within 
a few days is noteworthy.... 

“In this study several opium de- 
rivatives which carry no practical 
danger of habituation were tried in 
different combinations, proportions 
and dosages. Finally a preparation 
consisting of equal parts of code- 
ine and papaverine was selected as 
most valuable for this purpose. Of

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BRIDGE PARTY APPETITES 


Serve Chicken-Oyster Shortcake, with its

HAT type of bridge refreshment is 

most popular with players? We 

can’t answer that in a word. They 
have luncheon bridges, dessert bridges, 
bridge parties with tea served later, fam- 
ily get-togethers in the evening for real 
honest to goodness bridge fights. With 
all of these, however, it appears that 
bridge players work up appetites. No 
dainty morsels or tidbits suffice—rather 
salads, creamed dishes of chicken and 
seafood, or sizeable sandwiches of meat, 
cheese or other tasty fillings. The mor- 
sels are served, to be sure, but mostly as 
appetizers—or for anxious “nibbling” 
when your partner goes wild in his bid- 
ding. 

The desserts that are suggested are 
delicate in nature, for the most part, yet 
colorful and very distinctly flavored. 
Fruit desserts are given general prefer- 
ence. 

The most popular recipes may be clas- 
sified under two headings: Those which 
may be made up well in advance of the 
party except for the finishing touches of 
serving, and those which require so little 
preparation that everyone makes a new 
game of jointly arranging and eating 
them when the bridge game is over. 

The success of a bridge party, our read- 
ers tell us, depends upon the refresh- 
ments, and we think you will find these 
recipes excellent. 


Chicken-Oyster Shortcake Filling 


Two and one-half tablespoons butter. 

One-fourth cup all-purpose flour. 

Two cups milk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Pepper. 

Paprika. 

One cup chicken, chopped. 

Eight oysters. 

Melt two tablespoons of the butter in 
top part of double boiler. Blend in flour. 
Add milk gradually, stirring constantly 
until mixture becomes thick and smooth. 
Add seasonings and chicken. Cut oysters 
in half and saute lightly in remaining 
butter. Add to creamed mixture, 


Cornbread 


Three-fourths cup all-purpose flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

Two tablespoons granulated sugar. 

One teaspoon salt. | 

One and one-half cups yellow cornmeal. 

One and one-fourth cups milk. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-fourth cup shortening, melted, 

Pimiento strips. 

Sift together flour, baking powder, su- 
gar and salt. ,Combine with cornmeal. 
Combine milk and well beaten eggs and 
stir gradually into dry ingredients. Stir 
in melted shortening. Pour into greased 
loaf pan (8x12 inches). Bake in hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) about 25 minutes. Cut 
into squares, split, butter and fill with 
chicken and oyster mixture. Garnish 
with pimiento.

Cherry Biscuits 

Two cups all-purpose flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon granulated sugar. 

One cup medium cream. 

Six tablespoens butter, melted. 

One-half cup pecans, chopped. 

One-fourth cup brown sugar. 

Twelve maraschino cherries. 

Sift flour, baking powder, salt and 
granulated sugar. Stir in cream. Roll to 
one-fourth inch in thickness. Brush with 
two tablespoons of the butter. Sprinkle 
with nuts and roll as for jelly roll. Place 


one teaspoon of remaining butter and 
one teaspoon brown sugar in each of 12 
muffin tins. Quarter cherries and ar- 
range over brown sugar. Cut slices from 
rolled dough about one inch in thickness. 
Place over cherries, cut side up. Press 
down well and bake 12 to 15 minutes in 
a very hot oven (450 degrees F.). This 
makes 12 biscuits.

Twelve hard-cooked eggs, riced

Watercress or lettuce 

Three cups crabmeat, flaked. 

One-half cup whipping cream 

Toasted paprika crackers 

Sprinkle gelatin over cold water and 
allow to stand until softened. Add to 
boiling water, stirring until dissolved. 
Cool slightly. Add eggs, % teaspoon salt, 
1 tablespoon of the catsup and 3 table- 
spoons of the lemon juice.
